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Restriction Proposed | By

Bannister Rd. 
Ruled Public 

Bannister rd. - a street in Bal- 
lardvale that has been the subject 
of much controversy - has been 
declared a public way by special 
counsel for the town, Arthur A. 
Williams. 

In a long memorandum to the 
Selectmen, Mr. Williams noted 
that the road was a public highway 
prior to the year 1830 and has 
never been abandoned by the town. 
Moreover, he found that the road 
has become public by its long, con= 
tinued use by the public. 

Mr. Williams was appointed spe- 
cial counsel for the town after Town 
Counsel Fredric S. O’Brien asked 
to be relieved of this duty. He had 
appeared in court as lawyer for 
one of the individuals concerned in 
a civil: case involving this road. 

Atty. Williams’ decision appar~ 
ently makes it possible for the town 
to install drainage in the street, 
thus clearing up much of the pro~ 


The Andover Sportsman's Club 
will take the lead in proposing a 
limitation on hunting in Andover, 
with the suggestion that hunting be 
allowed only with the written per- 
mission of the land owner.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Sensible Hunting Solution 


The promise of the Sportsman’s Club to sponsor a town 
meeting article designed to control hunting in the com- 
munity should help to resolve the controversy that has 


flared year after year. 
Although there are those 


in the town who wish to have 


all hunting banned, it appears that the compromise sug- 
gested by the Club has considerable merit, and can more 


easily be enacted, 


The Club wants to establish a requirement that all 
hunters must obtain written permission from the property 
owner where they wish to hunt. This, Club members feel, 


will 


be easily enforced and will not require individual 


action by residents by way of making complaints to the 


police department. 


In this situation, those opposed to hunting can refuse 
their permission, and anyone hunting on their land can be 
challenged by police. It has been difficult in the past for 
enforcement officials to do anything about hunting com- 
plaints, because the hunter is mobile and is usually gone 


when police arrive. 


It has been pointed out on several occasions that 
complaints usually result from the activities of hunters 


from out of town. Andover

Boston, this is the first com- 


munity without restrictions. The proposal will, in effect, 
make it more difficult for these people to hunt here, while 
retaining that privilege for local sportsman. 

We hope there will be united action on the proposal, so 
that after the March meeting, we all can be satisfied that 
hunting is being carefully controlled. 


Does Everyone Agree? 


We were specially interested in Town Manager Thomas 
E, Duff’s comments, in last week’s Townsman, concerning 
the bright industrial outlook for the community. 

For the second year in a row, he stated that Andover 
should be able to grow industrially, because of new high- 
way locations and changes in zoning requirements along 


these routes. 


Whatever the manager’s view point, there are some in 
this community who suspect that all town boards and offi- 
cials do not so thoroughly endorse the theory that indus- 
trial growth is a pleasant prospect. There are those who 


will state emphatically that 


specific industrial prospects 


get rough treatment, even while official statements are 
made that industry is welcome. 
This, we believe, is a situation that the manager should 


investigate. 


And, once having determined whether the 


beliefs of these townspeople are accurate or not, he 
should take whatever remedial action is required, if any 


is needed. 


It seems absurd to have the manager — who is in direct 
charge of the municipal departments — work in one direc- 
tion, only to have boards and persons he appoints going 
off on another tangent. If this is the case, Mr. Duff should 
move to correct this situation immediately.

Tax Consultants Look 
At Possible Savings 


You can ge: some relief from 
casualty and theft losses by taking 
advantage of the legitimate tax 
deductions you are allowed. 

To help you prepare a correct 
return and take advantage of legiti- 
mate tax savings, this newspaper is 
printing a series of four articles 
prepared with the help of the state 
and national organizations of certi=- 
fied public accountants. 

Today’s article considers the 
problems you may have inclaiming 
deductions for theft or casualty 
losses. Later articles will offer 
advice on other tax problems of 
particular interest tohomeowners. 
Sudden Destruction 
Generally Required 

There are a great many ways in 
which your property can be 
‘damaged or destroyed, as for ex- 
ample, by fire, storm, flood, or 
explosion. Generally, a casualty 
which will give rise to a deductible 
loss must occur with some sud- 
denness. However, there are situa~ 
tions where the casualty occurs 
over a period of time and still 
results in a deductible casualty 
loss. For example, consider the 
damage caused by termites. 

Say that you purchased your 
house in June 1959 and atthattime 
a check by experts showed that 
there were no termites present. 
Then, in February 1960, you dis- 
cover that termites have beeneat= 
ing your house from under you, Can 
you claim a casualty loss deduc- 
tion for the termite damage? Yes, 
you can, even though the damage 
took place over a nine month 
period. 

The casualty here, is the in- 
vasion of your house by the 
termites. The money you have to

house as a result of the termite 
invasion is a good measure of the 
amount you deduct as a casualty 
loss. However, it is probable that 
a casualty deduction will not be 
allowed where the termite infesta~ 
tion and damage did not occur oyer 
a relatively short period of time. 
The Property Must Be Yours 

You must have ownership of the 
damaged property to claim a loss 
deduction, It is quite conceivable 
that severe damage to the property 
around your house may cause the 
value of your property to decline. 
Although the damage occurred sud- 
denly, you cannot claim a deduction 
for the loss in value unless your 
own property was actually 
damaged. 

You can claim a deduction for a 
drop in the value of your car due 
to an accident. This is true regard= 
less of whether you or another 
driver is to blame, unless the acci- 
dent is a result of your willful 
negligence. However, if you are 
responsible for a car accident and 
have to pay for damage inflicted 
on someone else’s car, you cannot 
deduct the payment as a casualty 
loss. 

Proving A Casualty Loss 

Determining the amount you can 
claim as a casualty loss may be 
very difficult. Generally you are 
allowed to claim the amount by 
which your property decreased in 
value, in other words, the differ- 
ence between the value before the 
casualty occurred and the value 
after the casualty, The amount 
which you may claim may not ex- 
ceed the cost or other basis of 
the property, and must be reduced 
by the amount of any insurance or 
other compensation received. 

This may sound simple, uttake 
a look around your house and count 
the number of items for which you 
could prove the sales value right 
now, if you had to, After the acci- 
dent you can usually get an expert 
to give a written appraisal of the 
value, but it is the before-casualty 
value that may be difficult to prove, 
even by appraisal. In some cases, 
a repair bill will be considered 
sufficient to support your deduc=- 
tion. 

The best thing you can do is 
gather together any information 
that may help support the amount 
you claim as a deduction, For ex~ 
ample, if your house is badly 
damaged, a qualified real estate 
man can often give a reasonable 
estimate of the before and after 
value. The appraisal fee, by the 
way, is a deductible expense. You 
may also be called onto prove your 
original cost of the property, if you 
are claiming a large deduction. 
Theft Losses 

You can claim a deduction for the 
value of property thatis stolen. The 
problem in claiming losses from 
theft is that you will probably have 

to show some evidence that the 
theft took place. Be surethatthere 
is at least a police record of the 
theft and a report of any findings 
the police may have come up with. 
Also, you might keep track of news~ 
paper accounts, insurance reports, 
and so on, Theft losses are 
deductible in the year you discover 
that your property is missing. 

You can get additional informa- 
tion on casualty and theft deduc- 
tions from the instruction booklet 
issued by the Internal Revenue 
Service each year.

Produces 
Displays 


During the summer, nature puts 
on a series of spectacular shows 
unrivalled in any theatre along the 
straw hat circuit. 

Arching rainbows, flaming sun- 
sets, and shimmering northern 
lights thrill you with their grandeur 
and leave you wondering where the 
blazing colors come from to make 
these extravaganzas of the sky. 

According to Boston’s Museum 
of Science, these sky shows are 
staged by the interaction of sun- 
light and the ocean of air surround= 
ing our earth. 

The Museum’s Hayden Planeta- 
rium lecturer, Walter N. Webb, 
says that sunlight is made up of a 
mixture of colors, as caneasily be 
seen by watching a sunray pass 
through a glass prism. The prism 
separates the white light into a 
spectrum of seven rainbowcolors, 
ranging from the longer wave 
lengths of red to the shorter wave 
lengths of blue and violet. 

In traveling through the earth’s 
atmosphere, sunlight is scattered 
by tiny gas molecules and dust 
particles. The shorter blue waves 
of light bend or scatter more 
generously across the sky than 
the others, giving us the familiar 
blue daytime sky. 

Webb says this scattering pro- 
cess is much like ocean waves 
hitting a harbor piling. When a 
low rolling swell strikes the piling, 
it’s only a little disturbed. On the 
other hand, short rippling waves 
hitting the same obstacle splash 
and break up considerably. By the 
same token, the long waves of 
light pass through the air relatively 
unaffected by gas molecules,

The same thing that makes the 
sky look blue in the daytime also 
makes the sun look red at sunset. 
As the sun lowers toward the 
horizon, its slanting rays have to 
travel a much longer distance 
through the atmosphere. By the 
time they reach your eye, so many 
of the shorter waves have been 
scattered out that mostly just the 
longer red and orange waves re=- 
main. Of all the light waves 
penetrating the air at sunset time, 
the red waves get to your eye 
‘*fustest with the mostest’’, their 
brilliant colors reflected by the 
clouds and dust in the sky. 

Placing a glass prism ina ray 
of sunlight to see the separate 
colors is pretty much what happens 
to produce a rainbow. In the sky, 
raindrops are substituted for the 
glass. 

Each drop acts as a tiny prism, 
breaking up the sun’s rays into 
their spectral colors. The bow 
results from light entering and 
leaving each raindrop at the same 
angle. 

If there is a single primary bow 
present, sunlight enters the drop, 
is reflected once from the inside 
wall, and leaves in the direction of 
the observer. When there are two 
bows, the fainter secondary one is 
caused by light bouncing off the 
inside wall of the drop twice. Once, 
in a while, a third bow develops 
due to three internal reflections 
within the raindrop. 

If you see a rainbow inthe after= 
noon, it means the western sun is 
shining ona storm already over and 
passing to the east; if you see a 
rainbow in the morning, it means 
the eastern sun is shining on an 
approaching storm. Thus, there’s 
a lot of truth to the old saying: 
“Rainbow at morning, sailor's 
warning; rainbow at night, sailor's 
delight.’’ 

Of all the colorful sky displays, 
the aurora borealis or northern 
lights is perhaps the most dramatic 
and awe-inspiring. 

First, aglow or band is seenover 
the northern horizon. Soon the light 
breaks up into rays and streamers, 
shooting upwards. Sometimes a 
shifting and pulsating drapery with 
brilliant colors is formed and, as 
the display spreads upwards, a 
corona or halo appears overhead. 

Auroras are believed to be 
caused by electrically charged 
particles coming from flares or 
explosions on the sun. Colliding 
with gases inthe upper atmosphere 
(60 to 600 miles high), these high- 
speed particles cause the atoms in 
the air to emit light and glow ~ just 
as a neon sign lights up when an 
electric discharge passes through 
the thin gas in its tubes. 


ASSOCIATION RUNS 
BENIND.LAST YEAR 

Friday, Dec. 30, the Christmas 
Seal Campaign conducted by the 
Essex County Health Association 
in 31 communities in the county, 
including Andover, had reached a 
total of $66,850.19, according to 
Charles W. Lowrie, treasurer of 
the Association. 

This represents a $2,499.57 de- 
crease from the comparable date 
of the campaign last year. The only 
communities showing an increase 
are Essex, Groveland, Nahant, 
Rowley, Salisbury, and Topsfield. 

In order to have sufficient funds 
to carry on an adequate program of 
work for 1961, the Association is 
reminding all those persons who 
have not yet done so that it is not 
too late to mail in a contribution. 

In making the progress report 
Mr. Lowrie stated, ‘‘It is even 
more important than ever before 
that the tuberculosis associations 
carry on their program of educa~ 
tion, tuberculin testing, chest X- 
rays, rehabilitation, medical 
education and research to hold the 
gains that have already been made 
in eradicating tuberculosis.”
